GENERAL INFORMATION ABOUT AUCKLAND 


This city was named after Lord Auckland, who as First 
Lord of the Admiralty was the patron of Captain Hobson, 
New Zealand's first Governor in 1840. 

It is the largest and most rapidly growing city in the 
Dominion, with an urban population of nearly half a 
million. The metropolitan area covers about 80 square 
miles on an isthmus between two harbours ; an area that 
has been the site of considerable volcanic activity, which 
to-day is represented by a number of extinct volcanic cones 
forming some of the city’s most prominent landmarks. 

Auckland is the capital of the Province of Auckland, and 
is the principal terminus for the majority of overseas airways 
and shipping lines. The climate is.subtropical. February 
is one of the hottest months, and light clothing is worn. 
Aucklanders spend many hours on their harbour beaches. 

To the north of Auckland there is a glorious coastline of 
ocean beaches off which there dre famous deep-sea fishing 
grounds. To the south are the rich dairy farms of the 
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Waikato, the Waitomo glow-worm caves, the Rotorua 
thermal area, and the trout-fishing lakes and streams of 
Taupo. 

OTHER TOURIST ATTRACTIONS 


In New Zealand there are many other tourist attractions. 
B.M.A. members throughout New Zealand have undertaken 
to entertain visitors and ensure that they make the best 
possible use of their time. It is anticipated that the majority 
will visit the South Island, where lakes, fiords, and the 
mountainous Southern Alps comprise some of New Zealand’s 
finest scenery. 

In Auckland itself there will be a number of race meetings 
during the months of January and February, including the 
Auckland Cup Meeting on January 2. A week later the 
New Zealand Grand Prix will be held at Ardmore, a few 
miles south of the city. This attracts prominent racing 
motorists from the whole world, and is becoming increasingly 
popular. 

Auckland Anniversary Day, January 30, is occupied by 
numerous sporting fixtures, including the Yachting Regatta 
on the Waitemata Harbour—as a spectacle of yachting this 
has few rivals. 


TRAVEL ARRANGEMENTS 


The journey to New Zealand can be made by air or by 
sea, or by a combination of both. 


Sea 


Regular services are operated by the P. & O., Orient, Shaw 
Savill, and New Zealand Shipping Lines, and the journey 
can be made either by the western route through the Panama 
Canal or by the eastern route through Suez. Round-the- 
world fares by sea range from £500 to £650 for first-class 
accommodation, and from £320 to £450 for tourist class.” 

A convenient sailing for those making the outward journey 
by the western route can be made by the Shaw Savill liner 
Athenic (15,000 tons), which departs from England on 
December 29, 1960, and arrives in New Zealand on 
January 30, 1961, calling at Curacao, Cristé6bal, Balboa, and 
Panama. The vessel carries 70 passengers, first-class only, 
and the single fare ranges from £255 to £290. 

For the homeward journey via Suez the Oriana (42.000 
tons), the latest ship of the Orient Line, is expected to leave 
Sydney on March 1, 1961, arriving in England about 
March 26. This ship calls at Melbourne, Fremantle, 
Colombo, Aden, Port Said, Naples, and Gibraltar. The 
average first-class fare ranges from £275 to £475 and the 
tourist-class fare from £155 to £195. Alternatively, the 
P. & O. liner Stratheden (23,732 tons) leaves Sydney on 
February 14, 1961, arriving in England on March 21, calling 
at Melbourne, Fremantle, Colombo, Bombay, Aden, and 
Port Said. The fares on this ship range from £240 to £550 
first-class and £140 to £200 tourist-class. 

On the western route the homeward journey can be made 
by the Shaw Savill liner Gothic (16,000 tons), which is first- 
class only and leaves New Zealand on February 17, 1961, 
arriving in England on March 21 via Panama. The fares 
on this liner range from £270 to £300 approximately. 


VISIT TO AUSTRALIAN BRANCHES 


For those who return via an Australian port a series of 
functions will be arranged by the Australian State Branches. 
These will be held at a time and place to enable members 
returning by sea to leave Fremantle on or about February 21. 


Air 


The round-the-world trip by air can be arranged tourist- 
class for a cost of approximately £485, and first-class for 
£676. There are a number of routes available. On the 


western route, for example, the journey can be made via 
New York, San Francisco or Vancouver, Honolulu, and 
Fiji to Auckland, and the return journey via Sydney, Singa- 
pore, Bombay, and Cairo. * Stop-overs can be arranged at 
any of the places at which the ‘plane touches down, though 
the length of stay in each place is determined by the dates 


of connecting flights. As an alternative to the regular 
routes individual itineraries can be arranged on a round-trip 
basis. 

Inquiries are being made about organizing a charter flight, 
but it is unlikely that this can be arranged at a cost which 
would be appreciably less than the existing tourist rate. 
Furthermore, the journey would have to be made “ non- 
stop,” and the stay in Australasia would be approximately 
8 to 10 days. 


HOTEL ACCOMMODATION AND PRIVATE 
HOSPITALITY 


The tariff in the leading hotels in Auckland ranges from 
about 45s. to 65s. per day. This is usually inclusive of 
meals. Block bookings have been made for the period of 
the Meeting, but reservations required outside these dates 
should be made as early as possible, as the Meeting coincides 
with the tourist season. 

Wherever possible accommodation will be arranged in 
private homes in Auckland for visiting members who prefer 
this.

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HOSPITAL JUNIOR STAFFS GROUP 
COUNCIL 


A meeting of the Hospital Junior Staffs Group Council 
was held in B.M.A. House on May 11, with Dr. HAMISH 
WATSON in the chair. 

The CHAIRMAN welcomed Drs. J. E. Verdon (Wessex), 
C. P. Lowther (S.E. Scotland), S. Alexander (W. Scot- 
land), and S. G. F. Wilson (E. Scotland), who were new 
members of the Council, and he reported that Dr. B. C. 
LENTLE had been appointed to the Group Council as a 
representative of the Medical Students and Newly 
Qualified Practitioners Sub-Committee. 


Royal Commission’s Report 


The CHAIRMAN reported that Mr. T. Holmes Sellors, 
the chairman of the Joint Consultants Committee, had 
given the Central Consultants and Specialists Committee 
a full account of the conversations which he, Dr. S. 
Wand, and the Secretary of the Association had had 
with the Minister of Health, and, after hearing Mr. 
Holmes Sellor’s report, the Central Consultants 
and Specialists Committee had made the following 
recommendations : 


(1) That the offer of the Minister as made in his state- 
ment to Parliament and as amplified by his letter of April 5 
be accepted. 

(2) That the Minister’s invitation to enter into detailed 
discussions by means of joint working parties be accepted 
without delay. 

(3) That the outcome of these discussions be reported 
to the Central Consultants and Specialists Committee for 
consideration. 

Dr. HAMISH WATSON said that so far as hospital junior 
staff were concerned the Royal Commission’s report fell 
into three parts. The first, the financial part, hospital 
junior staff could do nothing but feel satisfied with : 
the second part was on the principle of retrospective 
payment, which, it was thought, ought to be made in 
accordance with the new salary scales; and the third 
part concerned the review body. 


Review Machinery 

It was the review body which most people felt very 
hesitant about. However, the Minister’s assurances, 
given in writing, were such that those fears had largely 
been allayed. It could be said that any government 
could go back on its promises or that any new govern- 
ment could disregard the promises made by a previous 
government, but it was necessary to accept the pledges 
of those with whom the profession were dealing at the 
time. Those representing the profession felt satisfied 
that before the members of the review body were 
appointed the profession would be fully consulted. 

As to the point about how evidence should be given 
to the review body and the right to present oral 
evidence to it and to examine statistical evidence on 
which recommendations were based, Dr. Watson thought 
the reasonable reply was that if a body of the standing 
and authority which the Royal Commission had in mind 
was appointed, then really it was for that body to decide 
how it would go about dealing with evidence, and that 
it would be presumptuous for the Government or the 
profession to issue directives on how evidence should 
be presented. It was agreed, however, that the 
profession’s views on those matters would be made 
known to the review body, and there had been a concrete 
assurance that the Government would pass on to the 


review body as a matter of course anything which the 
profession considered necessary. The question of direct 
access to the profession was ruled out by constitutional 
considerations, but Mr. Holmes Sellors, Dr. Wand, 
Chairman of Council, and Dr. D. P. Stevenson, Secretary 
of the Association, all felt quite satisfied that in fact the 
Government agency would act merely as a post office 
and not as a filter of anything which the profession 
wished to put up to the review body. 

Finally, Dr. Hamish Watson reminded the Group: 
Council that the Government’s offer was in the nature 
of a package deal. In other words, the profession 
accepted the Royal Commission’s report as it stood 
or nothing. 

Dr. E. E. CLaxton, Assistant Secretary, pointed out 
that the Group Council could be reassured on two 
points ; first, that the review body would automatically 
look at the position every three years, and, secondly, 
that, while the review body would deal with major 
matters, minor matters would still be dealt with by the 
Whitley machinery. It was difficult to define major and 
minor matters, but matters such as board-and-lodging 
deductions would certainly be minor rather than major. 
Therefore, although the group council might decide to. 
accept the package deal, if there were points about the 
Royal Commission’s report which were not considered 
satisfactory, it might be wise to list them and decide- 
whether they were major or minor matters. 


Conditions of Service 

Dr. D. Wynne Davies referred to board-and-lodging 
charges, and suggested that hospitals, which were non-- 
profit making concerns, should charge less for lodging 
than that charged by outside bodies which were profit-. 
making. 

Secondly, when the scale of payment for senior 
registrars was compared with the B.M.A.’s proposed 
scale, the cumulative difference over six years was over 
£2,000. 

The CHAIRMAN, in reply, drew attention to paragraph 
180 of the Royal Commission’s report and in particular- 
to the statement: “ Where we have proposed changes in 
the existing relativities, it is not because we have thought 
the responsibilities of the grade over-valued or under- 
valued in relation to other grades but because other 
factors seem to warrant such adjustment. ...” If there 
was any increase in board-and-lodging charges, the 
above statement would appear to be a very good basis: 
on which to submit that the Ministry were trying at 
once to upset the new relativities which the Royal Com- 
mission had proposed and which the Ministry had 
accepted. 

Mr. R. My.Les Gipson referred to the tenure of 
service of the senior registrar, and suggested that, while 
appreciating very much the efforts of the Royal Com-- 
mission to help the senior registrar by giving him 
security of tenure and increased remuneration, the 
Group Council should not allow it to be believed that 
it took nine years to train a potential consultant. 

The Committee noted the danger that this belief might 
take root. By tradition and practice a senior registrar’ 
was fully capable, after three years, of applying for and 
being appointed as a consultant, and that the remaining 
six years were really marking time and gaining 
experience. 

Dr. J. E. Forster said there was agreement in his 
region with the new scales, but there was some 
disappointment that nothing was said about making 
further money available to regional boards for 
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appointing more consultants. The CHAIRMAN pointed 
out that this was being left until the joint working party 
on hospital staffing had reported. 


Minister’s Assurances 


The Group Council then considered the following 
resolution submitted by Dr. LowTHER on behalf of the 
South-East Scotland Hospital Junior Staff Group: 

That the offer of the Minister as made in his statement 
to Parliament and as amplified by his letter of April 5 be 
accepted if the Minister will give an assurance that in his 
reply to the B.M.A. Council, in his letter of April 5, he has 
guaranteed to the profession free access to bring oral 
evidence to the proposed review body. 


Dr. Lowther said that in the view of his Group the 
Minister’s reply in his letter of April 5 was vague and 
evasive. More must be known about the function of 
the review body before the profession entered into any 
undertaking to accept the Royal Commission’s report, 
otherwise the same situation as that which had existed 
during the past ten years would prevail. In particular, 
the profession should know the statistical information 
on which the review body reached any conclusion. 

Dr. ALEXANDER seconded the resolution. There 
seemed to be a remarkable parallel between acceptance 
of the review body and the acceptance of Spens 
Committee reports, he said. 

Mr. MyLEs GiBson, while he had some sympathy with 
Dr. Lowther’s views, drew attention to the wording of 
the Minister’s letter in which it was pointed out that 
the Government would be prepared to make a 
recommendation to the review body that the profession 
should be given the opportunity, if they so desired, of 
presenting their arguments to the review body. It was 
difficult to see how much further the Government 
could go. 

Dr. LowTHER agreed that it was difficult for the 
Minister to state in advance the action which the review 
body would or would not take, but he believed that one 
of the matters over which there should be negotiation 
before acceptance was on the functioning of the review 
body. 

The CHAIRMAN said that it was the opinion of Mr. 
Holmes Sellors, Dr. Wand, the Central Consultants and 
Specialists Committee, and himself that all the reason- 
able guarantees that could be given to meet the 
legitimate united objections of the profession to the 
review body had been given. 

Dr. LowTHER directed attention to a memorandum, 
“ The Relationship Between the Medical Profession and 
State in the National Health Service,” published in the 
Supplement (April 23, p. 239), and said there was no 
reason at all for believing that the profession would 
be handled more gently than anyone else. He desired 
that the profession should claim the same rights in 
negotiation as professional civil servants—that is, access 
to the review body. 


Package Deal 
The CHAIRMAN said that there was absolutely no way 
in which the negotiating body could tie the Government 
down in advance to accepting anything which it did not 
want to accept. The Minister had made it clear that 


the only reason why the profession could not have 
direct access was the constitutional difficulty. How- 
ever, the Government was prepared to give a firm under- 
taking that representations made by the profession 
would be passed on to the review body. 


Mr. MyYLes GIBSON suggested that much would 
depend on how the profession conducted itself. The 
review body would be only too pleased to hear the 
profession if it had something to offer. 

The CHAIRMAN pointed out that if Dr. Lowther’s 
resolution was adopted it would then become the official 
view of the Hospital Junior Staffs Group that the B.M.A. 
Council, the General Medical Services Committee, the 
Central Consultants and Specialists Committee, and the 
Joint Consultants Committee had wrongly accepted the 
Royal Commission’s report as a package deal. He also 
reminded the Group Council that the Central Consul- 
tants and Specialists Committee had already accepted 
the package deal of the Royal Commission on behalf 
of the Group, and had been reported in the press as 
having done so. 

Mr. LOwTHER said that there were several amend- 
ments demanding direct access to the review body in 
the agenda for the Annual Conference of Representa- 
tives of Local Medical Committees (May 7, p. 260). In 
his view the profession should not have been asked to 
accept a package deal at all, and in that connexion he 
referred to the leading article in the British Medical 
Journal of April 9 (p. 1119). 

The resolution was defeated by a large majority. 

The Group Council then accepted the Central Con- 
sultants and Specialists Committee’s recommendations, 
and nominated its chairman to serve on the working 
party when this was appointed. 


Group Annual Luncheon 


The Group Council then adjourned for lunch, at which 
the guest of honour was Miss Edith Pitt, M.P., Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Ministry of Health. Mr. 
Holmes Sellors, Dr. Wand, and Dr. Stevenson were 
also among the guests. 

Dr. STEVENSON, in proposing the toast “ The Ministry 
of Health,” said that the Association had always had a 
great deal of co-operation from the chief civil servants, 
and it was looking forward in the future to 
even closer co-operation. Within the wide discretion 
which they were given by their political chiefs, the 
Association had always found the Ministry officials very 
helpful and courteous. 

In response, Miss Pitt said she was glad to meet those 
who would be the senior hospital staff of the future. 
The Health Service was going through an exciting time, 
and she was particularly glad to have joined it at the 
stage when the purse strings were being loosened, and 
much more money was being granted for the develop- 
ment of hospital building and the modernization of 
many hospitals which needed it badly. 

The Royal Commission had suggested lengthening 
the senior registrar scale, not, as it was at pains to point 
out, and as she would emphasize, because it expected 
senior registrars normally to be nine long years in that 
particular grade, but to ensure that the few highly 
qualified young men and women who had successfully 
undergone a very long training period should not be 
condemned to a static salary if they were unable to 
attain the post of consultant quickly. 


Better Feeling Abroad 
Dr. HAMISH WATSON said there seemed to be a much 
better feeling abroad in the air, and, although the 
profession realized that when the bills were paid there 
would be no “ Chancellors dining at the Ritz,” it should 
be clearly understood in the Ministry that neither were 
there any “nightingales singing in Tavistock Square.” 
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There was, however, an atmosphere which could mean 
the start of a much happier Health Service, and it was 
to be hoped that both the profession and the Health 
Departments would seize the opportunity with both 
hands. 

He said that the target for the house doctor had 
always been a basic one—a living wage, and the Royal 
Commission had recommended for the very first time 
that he should get one. Surely if there was one thing in 
the report which all would applaud it must be that. 
However, there were not enough pre-registration doctors 
qualifying each year to staff the hospitals with residents, 
so that if the hospitals were to function efficiently a 
substantial number of young men and women must be 
persuaded to do more than two house jobs. The new 
salary scales would doubtless go a long way to solve 
that problem, but those people had to live, and the living 
conditions for residents in many hospitals were nothing 
short of disgraceful. Some of the additional money 
for improving hospitals should be spent on improving 
the doctors’ living conditions. 

Dr. Watson hoped that the joint working party on 
hospital staffing would soon report, and that its recom- 
mendations would be quickly implemented. It was long 
past the time that a “wind of change” should blow 
through the hospital staffing structure, and it was hoped 
that the necessary changes recommended would not be 
held up either by financial restrictions in the Treasury 
or by reactionary restrictions in the profession. He 
emphasized the need for an increased consultant 
establishment in the Health Service, not, he said, to make 
jobs for the boys, but to ensure that the patients in 
hospital received day-to-day supervision by consultants 
and that family doctors obtained a consultant’s opinion 
on their outpatients. 


Change of Status 


When the meeting resumed after luncheon Dr. R. S. 
Crow submitted on behalf of the South-West Regional 
Hospital Junior Staffs Group a proposal that any major 
change in the structure of hospital staffing that entailed 
a change of status of the existing grades should lead to 
an immediate review of their remuneration. 

The Group accepted the proposal as a directive to its 
Executive Committee to watch the situation. 


Extra Pay for Additional Work 


The Group considered further the question of 
obtaining accurate details of instances where additional 
work had to be undertaken by hospital medical officers 
for long periods as a result of staff, shortages. The 
CHAIRMAN recalled that the Whitley Committee B had 
considered a proposal on the above matter from the 
Central Consultants and Specialists Committee and had 
asked for the comments of the Hospital Junior Staffs 
Group together with a note of any specific examples. 

Dr. W. B. J. Broom pointed out that until and unless 
a legally binding contract was obtained by hospital 
medical officers it was doubtful whether much progress 
would be made in the matter. Dr. P. J. FAHEey stated 
that he had sent in examples, and he had been given to 
understand that various bodies were empowered to pay 
an individual doctor more if they so desired. It was up 
to the regional hospital board to pay him. 

Members of the Group Council agreed to send in 
specific examples to Headquarters so that the Staff Side 
of Whitley Committee B could show them to the 
Management Side. 


University Appointments at Leeds 


The Group Council again considered the question of 
appointments of medical tutors who were graded as 
senior registrars and jointly employed by the University 
of Leeds and the hospital authorities. The CHAIRMAN 
recalled that it appeared that the policy of the Ministry 
whereby senior registrar appointments were in general 
extended was not being followed by the University. It 
was the intention of the University to terminate the 
appointment of senior registrars at the end of the tenure 
of their present appointment. 

After considering a detailed memorandum on the 
subject, together with a communication from the 
registrar of Leeds University and a letter from the 
Ministry of Health, the Group Council decided to write 
to the University asking for the list of names of the 
men who held the appointments, and asking for an 
assurance that they would be dealt with in the same way 
as senior registrars in present circumstances. If such 
assurance were not forthcoming, the Group Council 
agreed that the Council of the Association should be 
asked not to accept advertisements for the University of 
Leeds. 


JOINT CONFERENCE OF ADVISORY 
COUNCILS ON OCCUPATIONAL HEALTH 


LEISURE AND HEALTH 


This year’s Joint Conference of Advisory Councils on 
Occupational Health was held at B.M.A. House on May 
4, with Dr. G. R. Boyes (Wandsworth and Battersea) 
in the chair. The theme of the conference was “ The 
best use of leisure as a factor in promoting the health 
both of the active worker and the worker in retirement.” 
The advisory councils consist of representatives of 
employers and trade unions and local doctors, and are 
formed on the initiative of B.M.A. Divisions. 

Dr. J. A. L. VAUGHAN Jones, a Vice-President of the 
Association, welcomed the delegates and observers. 

The CHAIRMAN, in his opening remarks, said that the 
best use of leisure had given man food for thought for 
centuries, and continued to be an absorbing topic. 


Education for Leisure 


Mr. K. B. SmitH (York) moved the following 
resolution : 

As there is a possibility in the near future that more 
people will enjoy leisure time, and the problem of its 
intelligent use is of growing importance, this conference 
believes that there is need for it to be studied on the widest 
possible basis. 

He thought that there was a danger of impinging upon 
the freedom of the individual, since leisure was purely 
a personal matter. It was easy to be pious and just as 
easy to be pompous about the matter. The full impact 
of the shorter working week had not yet been felt. The 
trade unions had been responsible for this, and the York 
advisory council felt that the trade unions and other 
organizations could assist in investigating the wise use 
of leisure. Opinions on what was the sensible use of 
leisure would always differ, but he hoped that the 
conference would be realistic. 

Seconding the motion, Mr. E. H. NicHOoLLs (York) 
stressed the need for consideration to be given to the 
amount of time which should be spent on work for its 
own sake and how much should be spent on other 
interests. 
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Dr. VAUGHAN JONES said that the conference must 
realize that such leisure as we had had been bought at 
a very high price and had taken a long time:to achieve. 
We had to think about the philosophy of leisure. 

Mr. W. T. Parsons (Brighton) said that the shortening 
of the working week was not necessarily creating leisure 
time in the sense that the conference was to consider. 
The reduction of the working week by 2 hours meant 
a reduction of about 20 minutes a day. This provided 
little additional time for leisure. We should, in fact, 
be considering a move towards shorter working lives. 

Sir HAROLD FIELDHOUSE (National Old People’s 
Welfare Council) said that his council was proposing 
to commence a study of this subject. He foresaw 
difficulties in persuading people to prepare for retire- 
ment, but much could be done by providing occupation 
for people in retirement. Dr. L. G. NorMAN thought 
that there was a need for an investigation into how 
leisure time was spent at the present. 

The resolution was adopted unanimously. 

The following motion was moved by Mr. L. C. WHITE 
(Brighton) : 

That this conterence believes that the benefits derived 
from the proper use of leisure result in increased efficiency 
in gainful employment and a healthier outlook on life in 
general. The Minister of Education is therefore urged to 
inaugurate in school curricula the study of the sensible 
use of leisure. , 


Mr. White said that the amount of leisure time had 
doubled in his lifetime. It enabled persons to indulge 
in the arts and outdoor recreations, but he felt that so 
much of this additional leisure time was wasted by 
watching television. There was no doubt that the harder 
one worked the higher was the appreciation of leisure. 
His council felt that the study of the use of leisure 
should begin in the classroom. Mr. PARSONS, seconding 
the motion, suggested that the subject should be looked 
at from the three phases of life—the young, middle-aged, 
and retired. 

Mr. SmitH did not regard watching television or 
listening to popular records as a misuse of leisure. 

Mr. E. W. SupDaLe (Ministry of Education) drew 
attention to the fact that local education authorities had 
been given the task of providing comprehensive educa- 
tion service, but the Minister could do a lot to encourage 
the development of services of all kinds. He drew 
attention to the considerable development which had 
taken place in school curricula and the increased 
provision which had been made for instruction in the 
arts and handicrafts. This had made for a fuller and 
wider life. In the preparation of school-leavers for their 
working life there had recently been included an 
element of preparation for leisure time. This was to 
be welcomed. 

Dr. J. GREENWOOD WILSON (Association of Municipal 
Corporations) suggested that, if the resolution was 
adopted, it should be forwarded to the Association of 
Municipal Corporations. 

It was moved by Mr. A. Dawson (Leeds) and 
seconded by Dr. J. ATKINSON (Leeds) that the second 
part of the motion be amended to read as follows: 


The conference therefore stresses the desirability of local 
authorities making further provision to encourage the 
development of leisure pursuits of all kinds. 


The resolution, as amended, was carried unanimously, 
as was another, moved by Dr. P. E. SYLvEsTER (Wands- 
worth and Battersea) and seconded by Mr. G. J. SPRAKE 
(Wandsworth and Battersea), which stated the belief 


that only through a widening of the basis and scope of 
education, both before and after school-leaving, could 
a true appreciation of and guidance in the use of 
leisure be achieved. 

Mr. PARSONS proposed that the appropriate authori- 
ties should be asked to arrange from time to time a 
series of lectures and demonstrations for television at 
popular viewing times on the subject of “ Education for 
Leisure,” with the object of stimulating viewers into 
taking up studies or hobbies, including those pursuits 
which would bring them into contact with other people. 

Mr. Parsons said that education in the use of leisure 
had to start where it could reach most people, and there 
ought to be a place for such programmes at popular 
viewing times on television. Mr. WHITE seconded the 
proposal. Mr. SupaLe did not think that these 
programmes should be in the form of lectures but rather 
from the angle that certain forms of leisure activities, 
presented by attractive personalities, would encourage 
others to do the same. 

The resolution was carried unanimously. 


Fitness at Work 


Mr. PARSONS, in moving the following motion, said 
that the time he was able to take part in sports was the 
time when he felt most fit for his work : 

That this conference is of the opinion that physical 
fitness is an important factor in industrial health. It there- 
fore urges that in any proposed industrial health service 
there should be provision for physical training, and in 
building for industry facilities for physical training and 
education should be provided. 

This was seconded by Dr. STEAD. 

Dr. G. A. LAwWRENSON (Association of Certifying 
Factory Surgeons) said that the problem here was that 
many of the smaller firms could not afford to spend 
amounts of money on providing these facilities. 

The resolution was carried with the insertion of the 
words “it is desirable that” between the word 
“industry” and “ facilities” in the second part of the 
resolution. 

Leisure and Retirement 


A resolution, moved by Mr. NICHOLLS and seconded 
by Mr. Smit, to the effect that attempts should be made 
to encourage those about to retire to attend classes or 
to learn some hobby or craft, was carried, and another, 
“that the Workers’ Educational Association be 
requested, encouraged, and assisted to provide educa- 
tional courses for retired persons,” was also carried with 
the addition of the words “or other appropriate 
organizations ” between the words “ Association ” and 
“ be.” 

The conference took the view, on the proposition of 
Dr. STEAD, supported by Mr. Parsons, that part-time 
occupational workplaces should be set up by local 
authorities in order to allow retired persons to be 
gradually adjusted to their new way of life. 

Dr. Stead said that complete retirement to some people 
was a threat, and there was a need for it to come about 
gradually. 

A further motion in the following terms was also 
adopted : 

That this conference believes that professional bodies 
should give a lead by considering means of employing more 
retired men and women as research workers or consultants 
on a part-time basis. 

Summing up the conference, Dr. H. ALEXANDER, 
chairman of the B.M.A.’s Occupational Health Com- 
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mittee, mentioned particularly the contribution to the 
conference which had been made by the observers from 
Government departments. He said that the resolutions 
passed by the conference would be forwarded to the 
Government departments and organizations concerned. 

Mr. S. J. BATCHELDER (Leeds) was elected chairman 
of next year’s conference. 


UNIVERSITY TEACHERS’ PAY INCREASE 


University. teachers, including preclinical teachers, are to 
have salary increases back-dated to January 1. Increases 
for clinical teachers will be decided after the implications 
of the Royal Commission’s report have been considered. 

The new scales for full-time preclinical teachers will be: 
professors, £2,600 to £3,600 (present scale £2,300-£3,000) ; 
alee and lecturers, £1,050 to maxima ranging from £1,850 
to £2,525 (present scale £900 to maxima ranging from £1,650 
to £2,250). Additional allowances of £100 for professors, 
£80 for readers and senior lecturers, and £60 for others will 
continue to be paid to teachers of London University. The 
present salary scales date from August, 1957. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer announced the increases 
fast week and they result from recomme:dations submitted 
by the University Grants Committee. 


FOUR-WEEKLY SICKNESS CERTIFICATES 
ADVISORY COMMITTEE AGAINST B.M.A. 
PROPOSAL 
The National Insurance Advisory Committee has reported* 
to the Minister of Pensions and National Insurance that it 
thinks the B.M.A.’s proposal that doctors should be allowed 
to issue four-weekly certificates from the beginning of certain 
illnesses is impracticable. It is satisfied that the objections 
to the proposal outweigh “ the very small advantage” that 

it would seem to offer to doctors. 

The B.M.A. asked that a list of specified conditions, in 
which the patient was likely to be off work for a long 
period, should be incorporated in the regulations and that 
doctors should be allowed in these cases to issue a four- 
weekly certificate either from the beginning or after the 
first week of incapacity. The sort of indications suggested 
for inclusion in the list were tuberculosis, fractures of the 
spine and lower limbs and fractures put up in plaster, 
amputations, paraplegia, and sudden blindness. The object 
was to reduce unnecessary work by doctors, the only 
purpose of whose visit might be to give a weekly certificate. 

The Committee puts forward “a number of serious 
objections” to which it thinks the B.M.A.’s proposal is 
open. It points to the legitimate room for doubt about the 
nature and probable duration of an illness. In 1959, it says, 
some 580,000 sickness-benefit claimants were referred to 
regional medical officers. Of these, 42% either recovered 
before examination or failed to attend or were found fit 
for work. The diagnosis may change during the first few 
weeks of illness, the Committee states, and it is during the 
first four weeks “ that the Ministry needs to keep the closest 
watch on claims.” 

Another objection stated by the Committee is that of the 
difficulty of devising a list of conditions which would be 
wide enough without being excessively complicated or too 
vague and ambiguous. “‘ Since the Ministry,” its report goes 
on, “ would have to make certain that when a doctor issued 
a four-weekly certificate . . . the condition was in fact one 
of those included in the list, there would inevitably be 
confusion.” 

The Committee, from evidence given by the Ministry of 
Pensions and National Insurance, estimated that if the 
Proposal for a specified list of conditions was adopted the 
saving to each doctor would be unlikely to exceed about 10 
certificates per year, as compared with 2,000 certificates of

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all kinds which, on average, he might be expected to issue 
per year for national insurance purposes. 

“As laymen,” the Committee feels that the proposal might 
also be open to objection in that it might be inferred from 
it that doctors need not visit patients frequently in the early 
stages of a specified illness and also that a long-term 
certificate in the first days of an illness would tell the 
patient that he must be resigned to incapacity for a long 
time. 


HOSPITAL BUILDING PROGRAMME 
WESSEX REGIONAL BOARD'S PLANS 


Seventeen major hospital projects in a 12-year programme 
of expansion to cost £24m. are planned by the Wessex 
Regional Hospital Board. The board came into existence 
one year ago, when the area it covers was separated off 
from the South-West Metropolitan Regional Board. The 
population in the region is almost 2 million, and it has 
115 hospitals, mostly Victorian, with 17,400 beds. 

At a recent press conference Professor J. E. G. RAYMONT, 
chairman of the board’s planning committee, outlined the 
aims of the programme. They were: (1) that each general 
hospital group should have an adequate main accident, 
orthopaedic, casualty, and out-patient hospital; (2) that 
each out-patient hospital should have its supporting in- 
patient beds; (3) that the standards of maternity units 
generally should be improved where possible, providing 
for separate units with their own out-patient and in-patient 
facilities ; (4) that standards in operating-theatres should 
be improved, including the provision of cooling and ventila- 
tion as standard features ; (5) that sterile articles should be 
supplied to all hospitals from a central source ; (6) that the 
special regional units should be developed and improved ; 
(7) that overcrowding in mental hospital wards should be 
ended and that each community should have a psychiatric 
out-patient clinic, short-stay unit, and day hospital within 
easy reach, and adequate medium-stay rehabilitation 
facilities; and (8) that hospitals for mental defectives 
should be given reasonable central services and the numbers 
of beds increased to do away with serious overcrowding. 

Mr. H. H. LANGsTON, chairman of the board’s medical 
advisory committee, in emphasizing the need for more 
adequate and modern hospital facilities, called attention to 
the criticisms of those at present available contained in the 
report on hospital buildings by Mr. Lawrence Abel and 
Mr. Walpole Lewin (Supplement, April 4, 1959, p. 109). 
Mr. Langston said there was a special need in the Wessex 
region, as in many others, to improve the hospital services 
for the treatment of accidents, and the medical advisory 
committee had been making a careful study of the British 
Orthopaedic Association’s memorandum on accident services.

Package Deal 

Sir.—If successive issues of the Supplement have been 
read at all they should have caused many doctors increasing 
astonishment and dismay. The British Medical Association, 
having bitterly opposed the setting up of the Royal Com- 
mission, finally agreed to give evidence to it. When the 
report of that Commission was published the Government, 
with almost indecent haste, announced that they were 
prepared to accept a package deal. Our leaders have now 
advised us that there is no room for manceuvre and that 
we must bow to the dictates of the politicians. What sort 
of people do they think we are? And how reminiscent is 
all this of the period before July, 1948. 

The recommendations of the B.M.A. Council and the 
autonomous bodies, with all the implications which stem 
therefrom, make strange reading when studied in the light 
of that excellent Scottish Council and Organization Com- 
mittee memorandum (April 23, p. 239). In contrast to the 
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clear warnings contained in the Scottish memorandum it is 
strange that Dr. Wand should show such a curious disposi- 
tion to put the profession more securely in the grip, of the 
bureau and the politicians. It is positively shattering to 
read Dr. Wand’s reported remarks to the Central Consultants 
and Specialists Committee (May 14, p. 275) that the Royal 
Commission “had not only given the profession Spens but 
had given it Spens with a permanent arbitration body” 
(my italics). By what process of mental gymnastics can the 
Chairman of Council manage to make such an absurd and 
misleading deciaration? The Royal Commission has “ given” 
us nothing, but it has certainly made recommendations and 
these bear little or no resemblance to those of the Spens 
reports. To say that the proposed Review Body is a 
“permanent arbitration body” is a sheer travesty of the 
printed word. Close study of the recommendations of the 
Royal Commission itself and of subsequent official state- 
ments makes it quite plain that the profession is not promised 
a permanent body of arbitration. Dealings with the Review 
Body would not remotely resemble arbitration: indeed, the 
Royal Commission made it plain that they did not favour 
arbitration. 

It is absolutely vita! for the profession firmly to separate 
the remuneration and review issues. If, as Mr. Holmes 
Sellors is reported to have stated (May 14, p. 275), “‘ there 
is no room on the Government’s terms for manceuvre,” then 
surely the only proper thing for the profession is that it 
should reject those terms. When threatened with force it 
may seem easier to surrender, but it usually pays to be bold 
and to remember that the gunman’s pistol is probably empty. 
To me it seems utter nonsense to suggest that, if the 
profession does not capitulate on the Government’s terms, 
we shall lose the sympathy of the press and public. Were 
we obstinately to press for the 29% pay increase which we 
originally claimed, then it is likely that we would lose much 
sympathy. But, with certain minor modifications, the 
profession as a whole would almost certainly accept the 
pay offer as it stands. Indeed, if proper guarantees were 
secured for independent practice (in the form of drugs, more 
reasonable private-bed charges, and greater help for private 
wings) I am sure that many established doctors would be 
prepared to continue on present rates of pay. 

The profession is unlikely to show any serious disposition 
to dispute the strictly financial issues, but if it sincerely 
believes that the proposed Review Body is contrary to its 
interests then it should say so clearly and unequivocally. 
Our leaders must be a peculiarly timid lot if they think 
that the press and public will seriously criticize us for 
exercising the utmost care in ensuring proper access to the 
Review Body, and in demanding the clearest possible 
definition of terms of reference and delineation of its powers. 
A study of paragraphs 434 and 435 of the report of the 
Royal Commission should leave us in no doubt that the 
proposed Review Body would have power to promote the 
gradual abolition of part-time practice. 

In the interests of many younger men and our harder- 
pressed colleagues it may be right to accept the recom- 
mended pay increases (having ensured that certain younger 
consultants are not made worse off and that remaining 
anomalies in the domiciliary service are sorted out). In the 
interests of doctors as a whole and the future freedom of 
Medicine I would urge the Representative Body to reject 
the package deal and clearly to separate the remuneration 
and review issues.—I am, etc.,

I draw your attention to my letter in the Supplement of 
May 14 and in particular to the last paragraph. 

Paragraph 432 of the Royal Commission’s report is a 
direct negation of paragraph 37 of the Association’s First 
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Supplementary Memorandum of Evidence presented to the 
Royal Commission in March, 1958. 

Recommendation I in Document S.R.M. 2, 1960, is a 
complete reversal of the policy of the Association. The 
requisite statutory notice of motion has not been published 
to alter the policy of the Association, and I therefore submit 
that the S.R.M. can only discuss the proposed Review Body 
but constitutionally cannot come to a decision. 

In my submission the issue of the Review Body must be 
now separated from the question of pay and there should 
be a debate on the Review Body first to which Mr. Leigh 
Taylor should be invited to attend. 

You will no doubt place this letter before the Chairman 
of the R.B. and Chairman of Council.

The S.R.M. is being asked to ratify Council’s recommen- 
dation regarding the Review Body in breach of the By-laws 
of the Association, and if accepted by the S.R.M. it will 
be a surrender for ever of the freedom of an independent 
profession to the dictatorship of the bureaucracy. 

Dr. Wand and his two negotiating colleagues may honestly 
believe that the Review Body will emulate the Seven Wise 
Men of ancient Greece. In my opinion it represents the 
Seven Pillars of Wisdom built on a nebulous foundation. 

I am appalled at Dr. Wand’s observation to the Central 
Consultants and Specialists Committee on April 27 that the 
Royal Commission had given us Spens with a permanent 
arbitration body (Supplement, May 14, p. 275). He appears. 
to have overlooked the fact that Section 13 of the National 
Health Service (Amendment) Act, 1949, is still on the 
Statute Book. The Review Body cannot have any statutory 
force and its recommendations are not binding on the 
Government. 

Since July 5, 1948, we have become a profession of infinite 
credulity without having learnt the lesson that you cannot 
put your faith in the promises of politicians. The one thing. 
a Minister cannot repudiate is an Act of Parliament without 
the consent of the legislature. I therefore agree with Dr. 
L. Fairbairn (Supplement, May 14, p. 279) that legislation is. 
necessary to define the functions of the proposed Review 
Body. In 1950 (Supplement, August 19 and 26) I discussed 
the constitutional issue raised by Dr. Fairbairn. It has been 
clearly defined judicially that a statutory provision can 
curtail the Crown’s prerogative. We must strive for that. 
legislative concession now. The rights and liberties of 
doctors depend on certain fundamental principles of law 
and natural justice which are embodied in the: doctrine of 
the “Rule of Law” which is accepted as forming an 
essential part of the English constitution: “It negatives. 
autocracy ; it negatives the assumption into the hands of 
the executive of wide and arbitrary powers ; it assumes the: 
existence of democratic control which works through an 
impartial law, and it explains the security of the rights of 
British subjects” (Professor Keith, The Constitution of 
England). 

The Royal Commission has recommended an increase in 
pay which the Government accepts. Surely, is it not. 
politically immoral, Sir, for the Government to refuse the: 
pay, which all parties are agreed is rightly due to us, unless: 
we accept the Review Body without legal safeguards ” 
Would it dare to do this to a trade union ?—I am, etc..

Sirn—Thank you very much for your leading article, 
“ Package Deal” (May 14, p. 1487), and for publishing Dr. 
L. Fairbairn’s and Dr. D. D. Rosewarne’s letters om 
“Ministerial Assurances and the Review Body” (Supple- 
ment, May 14, p. 279). There is no valid reason why the 
professions should accept without any change both the: 
financial award and the proposals of the majority of 
the Royal Commission for a body to review remuneration 
in the future. There are several portions of the financial 
award that might be found fault with, but for the sake of 
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rapid enactment most doctors are ready to accept the 
financial proposals (excluding the separate aim for merit 
awards for general practitioners) as they are. The Review 
Body is a separate matter and must be considered separately. 

In the personnel of the Body, consultation without 
agreement is a mockery, and the alternative would be, as 
Professor Jewkes suggested, to have medical and dental 
members. They would need to be chosen by the professions. 
In the matter of direct access to the Body the Government 
admits the principle, but offers it by a method (of a letter 
from a Minister) which they and we know is unsound, 
because it might lapse at any change of Government or 
Minister. This might occur the day after the professions 
agreed to accept the procedure. 

The advice of the Council that the B.M.A. should accept 
the ‘Package Deal” is incomprehensible-—We are, etc.,

Sirn,—As a retired consultant my whole interest in the 
National Health Service is in seeing that the welfare of the 
medical profession and of the public is kept in the 
forefront. 

May I congratulate you upon your splendid leading 
article published in the B.M.J. of May 14 (p. 1487) and 
express the opinion that it is the bounden duty of every 
member of the Special Representative Meeting to be held 
on May 19 to read this article and pages 269-281 of the 
Supplement of the same issue ? Also the Supplement of 
the B.M.J. of April 23, 30, and May 7. In particular I refer 
to the memorandum jointly written by the Scottish Council 
and the Organization Committee of the Association and 
approved by the Council. This article is entitled “ Relation 
ship between the Medical Profession and the State in the 
National Health Service” (Supplement, April 23, p. 239). 
Also the report of the General Medical Services Committee 
published in the Supplement of April 30 (p. 249). In this 
report the views of Dr. A. B. Davies, Dr. R. B. L. Ridge, 
and Dr. C. M. Scott should be carefully noted, also the 
letters of Dr. R. Hale-White and others on pp. 251-254 of 
the Supplement of April 30. 

It is difficult, in view of the above strong opposition by 
so many members of the profession, to understand the 
recommendations of the Central Consultants and Specialists 
Committee (Supplement, May 14, p. 275) to accept the 
Minister’s offer without delay. The approval given by 
so many branches of the B.M.A. to such acceptance, and 
the motion of the Chairman of Council to be put to the 
Special Representative Meeting on the 19th instant to accept 
the Minister’s offer as it stands, suggest that the B.M.A. is 
more anxious to receive financial remuneration dangled 
before its members than to care for their future welfare and 
for that of the general public. Does the medical profession 
not realize that every Minister is a politician and that his 
word cannot be trusted, nor can any regulations or Acts of 
Parliament made by one Government be held binding upon 
future Governments? Is it content-that the profession 
should be bribed into a scheme which will for all time set the 
seal of total bondage of the doctors to the Government and 
be treated in a similar fashion to that in which the Govern- 
ment of South Africa is treating the natives of that country ?

B.M.A. Policy on Arbitration 


Sir,—In the Supplement of May 14 (p. 275), you report 
the Chairman of Council as expressing his opinion that the 
Royal Commission had given the profession “ Spens with 
.permanent arbitration body.” In this context the 
“permanent arbitration body” can only be a reference to 
the proposed Standing Review Body. In the same issue on 
page 279 you print a letter from Dr. J. Arthur Gorsky 
drawing attention to the existing policy of the B.M.A. for 
the establishment of a court of arbitration and pointing out 
that the Royal Commission specifically stated (para. 432) 


that the Review Body should avoid the appearance of 
arbitrating. It would appear therefore that a divergence of 
opinion exists as to the exact function of the proposed 
Review Body. 

Arbitration is legally defined as “ The determination of a 
dispute by arbitrators who, in case of difference, call in an 
umpire to decide between them.” Arbitrators are bound 
by the rules of law, occupy a judicial position, and cannot 
award anything contrary thereto. An arbitration agreement 
is binding on the parties concerned and an award may be 
enforced in the same manner as a judgment. The Crown 
is bound by the terms of an arbitration agreement, and, with 
one exception, all the provisions of Part 1 of the Arbitration 
Act, 1950, apply to the Crown. 

When we examine, in the light of these legal principles, 
the nature of the proposed Review Body we find quite 
clearly that the Body would not be an arbitration body at 
all. Para. 422 of the Royal Commission’s repSrt points out 
that arbitration takes place in the case of unresoived 
disputes, whereas the Commission wishes to obviate disputes 
altogether. Para. 430 states the members would be appointed 
by the Government “ after consultation ” with the profession 
(and we all know what these “consultations” have been 
like in the past) whereas in law the parties may appoint 
whomsoever they please. Para. 432 has already been 
mentioned above. Para. 436 states that the Government 
would be free to reject the Review Body’s recommendations, 
so there can be no question of the Crown agreeing to accept 
the Review Body’s award which would be a sine qua non 
of arbitration. 

Since the proposed Review Body will demonstrably not 
be an arbitration body, what will it be ? The Royal Com- 
mission expects it to be a body of “eminent persons of 
experience in various fields of national life” whose duty 
will be ta recommend to the Prime Minister the rate of 
remuneration it considers doctors ought to receive. Since 
it will not be an arbitration body there will be no obligation 
on the part of the profession to accept its recommendations 
any more than there will be an obligation on the Government 
so to do, and we must make this crystal clear to the 
Government in writing at the outset. If we decide to 
accept the Review Body we should do so initially for a 
period of, say, six years (i.e., two reviews) and then look at 
the matter again in the light of our experience of its 
functioning. Temporary acceptance of the Review Body 
would be acceptance of something less than arbitration and 
would not be a substitute for it. In fact, arbitration may 
eventually become essential if we disagree with the way in 
which the Review Body functions or with its recommenda- 
tions, The Representative Body may therefore deem it wise 
to keep the present policy in force while accepting the 
Review Body as a temporary measure until we see how it 
works.—I am, etc.,

Medical Profession and the State 


Sirn,—I was most impressed by Dr. Wrathall Rowe's 
entertaining and erudite letter (May 7, p. 266). Of course 
we could all be struck off for “covering.” Our terms of 
service require us to look after patients who consult quacks, 
osteopaths, abortionists, and now faith healers. 

The grimmest part of the situation is that for the first 
time since 1858 it is more profitable to be a quack or an 
actor in such programmes as Emergency Ward 10 than to 
shoulder the responsibility and worry attached to being a 
doctor. This is the decision of the nation clothed in the 
official language of the Pilkington report. We must accept 
that we no longer have the professional right to say: “ This 
is our fee—pay it or not as you will.” We are now medical 
technicians ordered to do a job by laymen and paid 
accordingly, 

If we accept the Royal Commission's report in toto we 
must realize that the Government will control entry, 
establishments, and erncluments, and as we have no contract 
we have no protection. We are actually in a salaried service 
without its advantages. Lip service is still paid to the general 
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practitioner’s independent contractual position, but the only 
part left of that is the savage disciplinary machinery. 

In 1957 many people pointed out that the only possible 
course for the profession was to negotiate a proper contract 
while we still possessed the weapon of resignation. Instead 
we accepted to give evidence to the Royal Commission. 
Now we are faced with the identical position three years 
later except for the 9°, interim increase and a package-deal 
offer of the balance of 22.8°3 plus a pair of handcuffs. We 
are owed in back-pay approximately £100m. Were we 
right in asking for it or were we flying a kite? To give up 
this claim makes us look ridiculous, or are we magnani- 
mously financing “ Blue Streak” ? Surely this is a bargaining 
counter of the first magnitude to obtain a proper contractual 
position for the future ? 

The worst thing about the Report is that it means that 
it will be impossible to make a living out of National 
Health Servite practice. To obtain even the average of 
£2.475 net mentioned, a list of 2,800 will be necessary. The 
average list is 2,300, a gap of 500. For the Minister of 
Health to announce this and then go on, as he did, to say 
that the report must be accepted as a whole and that neither 
side should pick out bits and pieces which suited them, 
and for senior Council members, as reported, to maintain 
that difficulties can be ironed out in the working parties, is 
absolute rubbish. These problems are fundamental and 
cannot be discussed in bodies which will be concerned 
purely with distribution. Our negotiators must realize that 
general practitioners are kept so poor that they are willing 
to sell their souls for £4 a week and £400 back pay, and 
that consultants are kept in order by control of hospital 
establishments, the import of doctors from overseas, and 
the threat of a statutory instrument which allows the 
Minister of Health to vary their terms of service at will, 
and stand up to the Government on our behalf, If they 
do they will earn the respect of the public, the press, the 
profession, and Parliament.—I am, etc.,
